Asch, Sholemn Putnam 
MOSES $3.75 


*A monumental achievement and one into which Sholem Asch has poured the 
scholarship which endows remote Biblical times with an aliveness and a vitality that 
transforms the Pentateuch (the five books of Moses), as The Nazarene and Mary and The 
Apostle transformed the Gospels and Acts into human vital stories, written for our 
times. His is a dual function in Moses for not only has he made the epoch living | 
drama but he has given the central characters, the basic issues and the conflicts an } 
emotional reality that carries the reader along. And in restating the laws which have 
governed the Jews from Moses down, he has evidenced again the power of their moral and 
spiritual base which has withstood all the efforts of mankind to destroy them. At 
times the implacable harshness rouses the reader as it roused the new-made freedmen. 

At other times the justice - in terms of that faraway era - seems essentially timeless. 
As a novel, Moses lags now and again, but in its very greatness of theme the interest 
é holes, even through passages that seem ponderous. To Jews, seeking again the roots of 
their nationalism and their religion, this book will be Scholem Asch's finest achieve- 
ment. To non-Jews, it bears the universal message of the one God. Every reader will, 
I feel sure, turn again to the Old Testament to find there richer meaning, read against 
this vast panorama of the years of slavery, exodus, exile and achievement. (Dorothy 
Wilson's Prince of Egypt (Westminster Press, 1949) bears rereading since it particu- 
larly links in with the spirit of the man at the point where Asch's Moses takes up.)

*General Goodwin was almost too good to be true. This was what they all 
felt, as the record was unfolded in an elaborate interview, complete with military 
staff. He had all the externals of the storybook West Point product, with an overlay 
of War College, Pentagon, troop command, two World Wars, and a fairly complete array 

of authentic ribbons. Could he really be a Horatio Alger character,- from small town 
druggist's son to two star general? It seems he could, and one stiffens a bit, pre- 
pared for boredom, only to find Mel Goodwin wins the war against your heart. When 
Dotty Peale prepares her campaign, zealous for her reputation of getting what she 
wanted- even if it might be a General of unblemished reputation, with a wife who had 
managed to do her bit in shaping that career, you can scarcely bear to see her sophis- 
tication defeating his genuine simplicity, directness and naivete. Sid Skelton, com- 
mentator, is an unwilling entrepreneur.

A big bruiser of a book which invests the story of an oil empire with a 
certain raw vitality, struts (and ruts) its way through the lives of Brock Catlin and 
his wife, Billie, commutes something of the speculative fever for black gold along the 
way. For Brock Catlin, a tool dresser, is sure that he will make his jillion (any- 
thing over.a million) but little realizes all that money will not buy. Falling in 
love with, and marrying, Billie, a hasher from Arkansas, Brock lives with her in a 
tent on the edge of an oil field, works his way up from dresser to driller, throws up 
his job in defense of a friend. Using all his savings to buy up an oil lease, Brock 
is soon on his way to his first well and a sizeable piece of change.Grooming a pro- 
testing Billie for a rich and social life to which she is unequal, Brock finds that 
their marriage deteriorates in quarrels and fast spending and liquor, and the depres- 
sion years bring on a long fight to hold his own against his old enemy, Morley. But 
in a win or lose gamble against Morley, he makes thirty million, carries on alone after 
his marriage is beyond salvage.... A rendition which does not refine the industry- nor 
some of the coarse characters that go with it- but plays it out for all its worth from 
Oklahoma to Texas and back.

eee is an unpleasant, adolescent offspring of an executed Fascist, a boy 
imbued with totalitarian teachings who is determined to carry on underground until the 
future day of "liberation". Sandrino at sixteen has acquired the approved bully boy 
tactics, and he brings to bed a foolish, older widow, overwhelms her with excesses, 
then leaves her, taking with him all her money for an imaginary fascist uprising in 
Milan, only to find that he himself is the dupe of thieves. He returns to try to 
blackmail Bruna, an ex-underground worker, and then sets his sights on Elena, a rich 
man's daughter, is foiled by both Bruna and Elena, and eventually murders. The author 
of A Tale of Poor Lovers observes sharply but on a one-dimensional level, interpolates 
freely, and assumes mistakenly that anti-social conduct such as this is only a product 
of our times.

THE SHEPHERD'S CROOK $3.00 


A well-written story of intrigue, madness, martyrdom and violent love, in 
the France of Louis XIV during the Church's War against The Huguenots. The principals 
are Isabeau, a spirited and beautiful orphan who was born but not raised a Huguenot; 
her fiance, Hercule; his mad sister Denise; and Denise's husband, Guy, a tax collector 
for the King. When Isabeau is informed of her heritage by a spiritual leader of the 
Huguenots, she breaks her engagement to Herculé, whom she had never loved and leaves 
Versailles to become the companion of Denise. She becomes more ane more deeply drawn 
to the Huguenot movement, and falls more and more in love with Guy, who returns her 
affection. Isabeau's dealings with the Huguenots land her in prison, and it is Guy 
who helps her to escape and sacrifices his citizenship to marry her...The characters 
are intelligently and interestingly conceived and the story escapes the routine his- 
torical romance to tell a tale of dangerous times and their effect on those involved. 


Gordon, Caroline Scribner 
THE STRANGE CHILDREN $3.50 


A slickly groomed reflection of the polished attitudes and circumlocutious 
living of a group of restless American intellectuals and their abortive attempts to put 
down roots - into human relationships, into religion, into local legend. Seen through 
the eyes of young Lucy Lewis, ten-year-old daughter of a novelist and his fractious 
Southern wife, the lives of the Lewises and their friends seem to become fuzzy in out- 
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-line, confusing in direction, although each character seems to know what he wants. 

There is Lewis, engaged in the faintly teasing riddles of the Civil War period; his 

wife, who wishes for the security of a Southern tradition; Tubby, who desires above 

anything else the beautiful Mrs. Reardon, a Lewis house guest; and Kev Reardon, & 
yearning for the clear call of a tradtional religion to satisfy his father-guilt. 

Placed against the aimless vegetating and religious fanaticism of the native neighbors, 

the tiresome round would lack any solidity were it not for the character of Lucy whose 
pre-adolescent cynicism together with a fanciful romanticism provide an effective 


satiric perspective. Detached, worldly wise.

It is Fleur, a freckled fourteen 
year old, whose brother has been sentenced to death, who plans the crime and engineers 
its execution; while Cric, defenseless in his dark imprisonment, turns against her, 
escapes only to be caught again, until finally the slow moving, aging private detective 
assigned to the case returns him to his parents...

A nostalgic memento of a boyhood in the early 20th century which recalls his 
earlier The Bubbling Spring and casually chronicles the story of a wandering miner (who 
was a liberal but no "Wobblie") and his two orphaned sons as they travelled through 
most of the states on the far side of the Mississippi. Young Tommie Nolan fondly re- 
members his father, who was killed in the collapse of a mining tunnel, and his younger 
brother, Robin, gentle and sure with his hands, gifted as a painter and ultimately a 
loctor by profession. There is a succession of boarding houses, long camping trips in 
search of better work, strange pets for the boys, and finally Tommy's success as a@ cow- 
boy on a friend's ranch. A vagrant, fragmentary record which is pleasantly purposeless.

Solski, Vaslav Crown 
THE TRAIN LEAVES AT MIDNIGHT $3.00 





A story of the Polish underground during the war which reflects an intimate 
nowledge of the “organization", communicates a surface suspense in its annals of espio- 
age, sabotage and stubborn resistance. It is Victor, after the false arrest of his for- 
mer leader Gustav by the Communists, who looks back on the war years in which they both 
worked together in the organization; when Victor fell in love with Helen, who was not al- 
lowed to know of his anti-nazi allegiance and who almost broke with him; when he assisted 
in identifying and convicting Wolski, a traitor; and when they were all determined to 
issassinate the German General von Seifert, well guarded while in Warsaw. But with his 
transfer, von Seifert is scheduled to go on the train which leaves at midnight; - his 
premonition of the disaster ahead causes his switch of his car to a Polish passenger 
train, and it is Victor who contrives the detonation of the bomb which will kill von 
Seifert, spare his countrymen... A drama of desperate, dedicated resistance, awkward 
in translation.

Van Every, Dale Messner 
THE CAPTIVE WITCH $3.50 


Van Every has a faculty for making his readers feel a part of the wilderness 
which provides his settings. This was true in Bridal Journey;it is true here. He is less 
successful in winning the reader's loyalty to his characters. Adam Frane should have 
been an appealing hero. He had a sturdy frontier spirit. He had courage and ingenuity 
andalso hardihood. And he seened- at the story's start- to have a singular capacity for 
loyalty to an ideal, Cynthia Wyeth, who had years before captured his heart. He was with 


reorge Rogers Clark at Vincennes, and manoeuvred himself into an assignment that took re 
him back to Virginia and the lady of his dream. With him went tough, likeable Bert 

Cogar. All went as planned- Cynthia, a widow now, found Adam to her liking, and manipu- 

lated her brothers into line- quite an achievement for it meant an upheaval from 
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Virginia's amenities to Kentucky's crudity. Then came complications in the form of 
Nita, a white captive who resented rescue and fought like a wildcat against Adam's idea 
that she belonged with the whites. With winter Adam and Nita were held, cavebound but 
inviolate. Adam thought his one desire was to be rid of her. But Nita was no child- 
and planned beyond the moment- laid siege to Adam's heart- and when the final test came, 
Cynthia knew that the frontier meant freedom- and Nita- to Adam. A good yarn, with 
much of the spirit of the times, and the men that built our country. That the emo- 
tional values are tenuous and superficial may, perhaps, matter little to the audience 
for this sort of tale.

Williams, Wirt Houghton, Mifflin 
THE ENEMY a $3.00 


Life on a submarine destroyer during the last war, microscopically recorded 
by a young Lieutenant who is chiefly distinguished by a laconic manner, and a passion 
for irrelevant detail. The hunt for "The Enemy", German submarines, is entirely fruit- 
less until the end of the book, and most of the attention is focussed on the minutiae 
of the tedious life of men confined to a ship, and the general dislike of an officious 
officer. The latter is the only character developed with care. After maintaining a 
realistic, almost journalistic approach throughout the book, the narrator finally 
views the hunt in a metaphysical light (too close to the allegorical theme of Moby 
Dick for comfort), forfeiting consistency and impact. Because it is neither a story 
of action nor character, and because the author fails to maintain a steady idea of 
what he wants to say and how he wants to say it, the book leaves no definite impression, 
and has no ready market. It is somewhat to his credit that he has managed to write a 
rather pointless book, without being actually dull about it. 


Capote, Truman Random House 
THE GRASS HARP $300 . 


This second novel by Truman Capote is acute and contained, and provides an 
appealing modern folktale which is full of humor, tenderness and his particular type 
of antenna-awareness. Collin, a sixteen year old orphan, has the lead; he is sensi- 
tive, quiet, observant, allowing situations, other people and ideas to flow around him. 
He goes to live with his two cousins, Verena and Dolly Talbo, and theirs is a warm sort 
of kitchen life not unlike the kitchen of Carson McCullers' Member of the Wedding. Dolly 
is sixty and supposedly crazy; Verena is a frightening ramrod of a woman who becomes 
involved with a man named Morris Ritz; and there is also Catherine, a Negro, who stuffs 
cotton in her mouth instead of false teeth. Verena and Morris make plans to manufacture 
a dropsy remedy based on Dolly's secret formula, and when Dolly does not react favor- 
ably, Dolly and Collin and Catherine leave to go to live in a tree house where they 
establish a life of adventure, sought by the law and eventually by Verena herself. Mean- 
while Morris Ritz has absconded with $12,700 plus $10,000 which was to buy the machinery 
to manufacture the formula.... Warm and spirited, this is not a novel concerned with 
aberrations and abnormalities, though it is certainly pleasantly addled. It is also 
reminiscent of William Goyen's House of Breathin its use of the wind symbol and a 


poetic, fluid language.

THE UTMOST ISLAND $3.00

THE RESTLESS FLAME $3.00 \/ 


A fictionized biography of Augustine of Tagaste who has come down in history as 
the immortal St. Augustine remains basically a doctrinal thesis rather than a holding nov- 
el. It follows his career from his early Christian training by his mother Monica, his 
lisavowal of his belief for the tenets of Manichaeism when he went to Carthage to study 
ind his continuation in that theology as he went to Rome and later Milan. There the work 
ind teachings of the good Bishop Ambrose and his human and-healthy wisdom reveal Augus- 
cine's blindness and he again embraces the true faith. Back in Africa he founds a lay 
brotherhood, becomes the Bishop of Hippo, always writing of devine love and his inspired 
‘redo, and dies in besieged Hippo. This is the world of the 4th century, of orthodoxy 
ind heresy, which is the setting of the spiritual homecoming of a father of the early 
Church.

*The baffling, erratic demands made upon the meticulous order of British Co- 
Jonial civilization by the gloriously oblique disorder of a more primitive, fluid African 
ociety is alternately tender and acrid in its treatment by the author of The Horse's ge 
Youth amd Herself Surprised. Mister Johnson, seventeen-year-old native of Fada, a small 
utpost town in Western Sudan, and third-class clerk in the British government office 
chere, was essentially a poet, meeting with tremulous admiration and devotion the exac- 
ions that duty, love and life-in general made upon him. It was the fervor of his 
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admiration for his mildly confused British superior, Rudbeck, which resulted in start- 
ling re-adjustments in Rudbeck's stolid Colonial Office orientation. Appropriating 
Government money for a favorite road-building project by some left-handed accounting 
did not seem so outrageous to Rudbeck under the influence of the buoyant intimacy of 
African politics.

A better book than his last, Wait For Tomorrow (1950), this takes Zebulon 
Pike Yarnell from his meeting with a deserter-hermit Japanese through the course that 
eventually permits him to get off his tiger. Yarnell abandons his successful business 
in Galesville, Ky., after the war, to visit Lothan, Georgia, so that he can learn some- 
thing of Donald Beasley, who was with him and who died on the life raft in the Pacific.

A projection of the aftermath of the Crucifixion and the universal agony of 
spiritual torment and disbelief in the story of Barabbas, the robber, who was released 
by Pilate so that Jesus might die. And to this story Par Lagerkvist, a Swedish poet and 
writer, lends a gaunt and sombre austerity, a stark dignity. In the years which follow 
his reprieve, Barabbas knows only an uneasy doubt and fear, is haunted by the specter 
of Golgotha, puzzled by the rapture and the reverence of a hare-lipped girl, who is 
stoned to death in the persecutions that follow. Later sentenced to the mines, Barab- 
bas lives on in doubt until he is condemned as a Christian and in dying, is for the 
first time able to believe... Not a religious recapitulation at the popular level, this 
is a work of deep respect and controlled artistry, in a fine translation by Alan Blair.

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father, having been torn from her husband on their wedding day, not to see him for 
twelve years. When they finally meet and re-elope, they find that the dream of young 
love has died somewhere along the road of their separation, and Delia finds peace only 
in adopting the bastard son of Fan. Kitty manages a fairly direct course. And Barney 
is the only one of these Jaspards who manages to be interesting; the others are a 
fairly wooden lot.

De- 
termined not to face Catherine with the report of a second failure, Shayffrin travels 
to Irkutsk for aid from the local governor, feels an inconclusive attraction toward 
the worthy's heavily powdered, heavily bored wife, goes on to a Chinese fortress 
where a powerful Mongol princess promises help, and something else.

A period piece, this expounds on the decadence of classicism, the revolt against 
formalism, and continues with a tour of the great Italian gardens and an examination 
of the principles of landscaping. The interrelationofthe garden and the landscape, 
of the garden and the house, the purpose of a garden, the romance, permanent delight, 
and poetry of verdant solace, statues and sculpture and water gardens, etc., are all 
viewed and declaimed in a stilted but pleasant and orderly manner. The introduction 
has the charm of the larger portraits, and the book, while not exactly for the small 
home gardener, should have a special appeal for garden clubs and study groups for its 
gentlemanly precision and expert knowledge.

A stunning English monograph on the works of Lancelot Brown, eighteenth 
century landscape architect, whose work is arousing a revival of interest. Illustra- 
ted with fine photographs and one color plate, this book tells not only the story of 
Brown's remarkable progress to fame, but also illuminates the peculiar contributions 
of a man who was so sternly criticized in his lifetime by his contemporaries for his 
lack of interest in an architonic concept of landscape, for which he substituted an 
ideological concept which had the practical results of creating parks of rich natural 
harmony. The text is enriched by letters, and appendix of tomb inscriptions, list of 
works, index, as well as photographs of representative parks and original plans. for 
Special interests.

Nelson, Lt. Demis D. Farrar, Straus & Young 
THE INTEGRATION OF THE NEGRO INTO THE UNITED STATES NAVY $4 .00 


A study "to provide an introduction to the historical background of the 
American Negro in the U.S. Navy, and to create an objective concept of his progress in 
naval service". The "historical background" is brief to cursory (there is very little 
existing evidence available) and gives what little is known of segregation and sub- 
ordination of the Negro up to World War II. At this time, a radically revised racial 
policy was instituted- and the Negro for the first time received equal opportunity in 
an armed service (this is not true of the Army). The handling of the Negro in train- 
ing programs, service schools, officer training, the ROTC, the Marine Corps, the Waves 
and Spars, etc., is here described in detail, along with the progress made in social 
relationships, public relations, and through the Fahy Committee, so that integration 
has proved to be "practicable, economical, democratic and ethical”. A study of 
sociological significance which may have a wider application.

When these have 
been fulfilled, human society has attained the highest form of culture and civiliza- 
tion-in ancient Egypt, classic Greece and Rome, the Valley of the Euphrates, and in 
more modern times in Western Europe and in North America. An excellent work in its 
field but with obvious limitations for general sales.

A brief biographical interpretation of Hillel, the Jewish scholar who became 
the president of the Sanhedrin and the outstanding spiritual and ethical leader of his 
time, just before Christ.

SIGMUND FREUD $2.00 


In the Twentieth Century Library series, one of the country's most famous 
psychoanalysts has written a recapitulation of the major facts of Freud's profess- 
ional career, the public's reaction to and assimilation of his theories, and has 
given a sound though necessarily brief statement of Freud's major contributions. 
Though his writing is lucid and unhampered by jargon, Dr. Zilboorg has failed to 
organise his material into well defined sections. By far the most interesting part 
is on 20th century writers of genius,-among them Joyce and Mann, where Zilboorg makes 
Some interesting points on the degree of influence that Freud did-or did not-exert on 
these writers. He is very hostile to schools of analysis that have departed from the 
main line of orthodox practice, and one feels that at times he is almost arbitrary in 
accepting and stopping at Freudian theory. Freud himself is viewed, without hero- 
worship, as an impersonal, publicity-shy figure...A certain amount of prior knowledge 
of the subject on the part of the reader is assumed, and as a study of a man of genius 
in relation to his era, this succeeds well.

This second book on Turkey (Eleanor Bisbee's Zhe New Turks, P. 244) shows a 
healthy interest in our Near Eastern neighbor and helps to dissipate former ideas of 
opulent harems and wicked pashas. Miss Burr had had many hears of teaching when her ap- 
plication for a positionin the American Girls' School in Istanbul was accepted but she 
came to know the strange country when school was out by train, camel-back and even toured 
Black Sea ports by boat. Friendly and unprejudiced and energetic, she learned of the 
great divisions, of feeling, of education and of an entire outlook on life, between the 
older and the younger Turks; she knew those who remembered the far-off days before the 
First World War and those who had been brought up in Ataturk's new Turkey where almost 
all the children went to school and the women were no longer veiled. There is as much 
charm as there is perception in her stories of her visits to the homes of various pupils, 
of the granddaughter of the last pasha, who is a physician, of a potter who is a great 
artist, and of classroom incidents which are now amusing, now touching. Beyond a gen- 
eral audience, this would be excellent for school and libraries.

It is particularly informative on the transfer of the entire Jewish 
community of Hemen to Israel, and on the dreadful past of the Iraqi Jews, but it is 
an essentially naive book, a peculiar combination of new material and facts found in 
any United Jewish Appeal brochure. Mr. Resner is sympathetic to the traditional 
plight of oriental Jewry, but his conscious attempt to avoid psychologizing is a de- 
finite lack in the book.

read- lacking fluidity, possibly because of the tremendous time span and the enormity of | 


the events covered in short space. The second Part which tells of the Soviet Central 
Asian Republics today describes the reclamation of land; the settling and provision for 
agriculture and industry; the installation of educational institutions and extensive 
health programs; the appreciation and preservation of national cultures; the people's 
pride in their land, etc.; and the "over-fulfilled" outcome of a five year plan. One 
can only assume that this is either politically purblind or propagandist- and a reading 
or believing public will be hard to find.

Mr. Buckley's concern in this essay (his own term) is the "net impact of Yale 
education” and he points out the various ways in which Yale seriously fails its under- 
graduates- particularly in the lack of a religious attitude and a "recognition of the 
merits of our economic system". He cites examples of default or deliberate distortion 
in the departments which he feels should be responsible for the teaching of Christianity 
and minimal government control. He finds that collectivism, atheism and agnosticism are 
encouraged~ through the choice of instructors and textbooks, and he does not hesitate to 
name names to prove his point. Buckley is fond of sweeping generalities, refuting some 
by citing others; he is also susceptible to personal rather than objective vindictive- 
ness; and while he declares himself to be dedicated to this "cause"- his material as 
well as his mission may be suspect to many.

From her 80-plus years the author looks backward on her full and varied life 
and brightly reveals the stimulating years she knew.
